COAL FLOWING IN PIPES RADAR TRAILS THE WIND 


What Is the most economic 
way to transport coalV The 
answer so far has been to use 
pipes in which coal was carried 
in mlxlure with water. This 
posed two more problems — 
purification of the drained water 
and drying coal before burning. 
In order to avoid these com- 
plications, American specialists 
have suggested to replace water 
with carbon dioxide. It lias been 
decided to build an experi- 
mental pipeline to check on 
their Idea.

A Czechoslovak factory hai 
invented an alarm clock without 
an alarm.

An ellccilve stainless steel 
substitute has been found at thr 
Nikopol plant of ferrous alloys 
In the Ukraine. Former slog 
heaps are now used (a manuloc- 
ture various components. 

Tests have shown that Items 
made from slag casting are even 
more reliable than steel; they 
can withstand any aggressive 
medium at temperatures of up 
In 1.000 c. 


By using such material the 
plant becomes self-sufficient In 
a number of technological units. 
They have started making pails 
(nr Ihe chemical Industry and 
Tor certain types of movable 
buildings from the steel substi- 
tute. These are twice as cheap 
as those made out of special 
supcrslrong types of steel. 


ARCTIC CIRCLE CANAL 


Construction work has been 
completed on a 300 -met re deep- 
water canal In the Icy tundra or 
the Tazovsky Peninsula beyond 
the Arctic Circle. The canal, 
which joins the Ob estuary to 
the new Yamburg gas fields, 
will make ii possible to unload 
large-tonnage ships at quays, 
rather than in the open sea. 


Yambmg is the first gas giant 
project to Btarl operations be- 
yond the Arctic Circle. A large 
group of construction workers 
has already arrived in the area. 
Once navigation starts along the 
new canal, Important cargoes 
will be brought to Yamburg via 
ihe Northern Sea Route.

FaiUoiu Russian wrltei Anton Chekhov said 
that all arllsls must have faith In themselves, la 
their ability to work calmly wllhout trying to 
accelerate the advent ol i access. 

This Is perfectly true os far as Vadim Splrldo- 
nov Is concerned. Mo was born during the war. In 
1044, and began lo work at the age o| 15. At 
llrsrt ho was an apprentice to a HI lor, I lien a 
copyist at n design bureau. He eventually be- 


came a skilled filter and went to work at an 
aircraft factory, still taler he worked In the Far 
North. , , 

He embarked on his acting career at the last 
moment: students are admitted to the dramatic 
faculty of the All-Union State Institute of Cin- 
ematography up to the age of 23. This was the 
age that Vadim entered the Institute, exactly 
13 years ago. 

Today, every year, at least 2 or 3 films are 
released In which Vadim takes part. He made Ids 
debut lo I960 In "By the Lake", o film by Serge! 
Gerasimov, the well-known director. 

Directors are generally attracted to Vadim 
Spiridonov because he represents a definite type 
—a positive hero of our age. However, in one 
of hts last films, "Peter's Youth", where he plays 
the role ol Fyodor Shaklovlty, Vadim revealed 
great reserves of dramatic power and tempera- 
ment. Fyodor la a historical character. Coming 
from the midst of the people, he gradually rose 
to the position of Streltsi chief. He became the 
right hud of Princess Sofya whose rebellion 
Peter the Great suppressed "with fire and sword". 
Vadim Spiridonov created a portrait of a pur- 
poseful, intelligent, cruel and ambitious man. 
This son of .’the people was full of talent, bat his 
talents took a horrifying course. “To try and get 
to the bottom of Ills character was a challenge, “ 
the actor says. 

Vadim looks on himself as a film actor. He

accuracy. Close-ups defy falsity. Once a film Is 
released It Is there for good, retakes, last minute 
slterallons are impossible.
